MASONS AT CHURCH. 


Tne members of the Edmonton lodge A. 
F. & A. M. met at the Masonic Hall last 


night and proceeded to attend divine service | 


at the Methodist church. Notwithstanding 
the wet weather nearly forty members of 
the order turned out. The seats in the 
centre of the church were reserved for them 
and on their arrival alarge congregation 


filled the church. The musicial part of the 
service was creditably performed by the 
young choir assisted by Mr. Hockley on the 
cornet, and W. G. Plowright on the ’cello. 
The anthem sung was ‘‘ Fear thou not.” 

Rev. J. Dyke, who wore the regalia of 
the Masonic order tok for his text I Cor. 
16 chapter, 13 and 14 yerses. “‘ Watch ye, 
stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, 
be strong. Let all your things be done with 
charity,” and said it was a great pleasure to 
him to extend a welcome to the brethren of 
the fraternity who met in that service. If 
there was one feeling better than another it 
was in.connection with such principles as 
were represented by masonry. He recagniz- 
ed the delicacy of his task in carefully 
guarding the secrets, while emphasizing the 
princip'es of the greatorder. It appealed 
to the fundamental prineipizs of manhood. 
One peculiarity of the life here was that 
they could only travel the journey once, and 
whatever helped a man to a happy and 
prosperous journey, to attaina usefuiness, 
and enjoy this lifey,should be enzour:ged. 
It was on that principle that he had identi- 
fied himself with the order of masonry. 
They had doubtless heard at times great 
outcries against secret societies because 
some societies had adopted the secret work 
and organized for murderous purposes, but 
the fact of some having abused the prin- 
ciples, did not detract from the good of the 
principles themselves. There were four 
main principles of manhood; watchfulness, 
faith, strength and charity mentioned in his 
text, and he was happy to say that masonry 
helped to develop these. It was necessary 
in the first place to obtain suitable material 
on which to operate. The scriptures re- 
cognized this. In the 3rd chapter and 10th 
verse of the same epistle the apostle Paul 
says that the Lord Jeusus Christ is the true 
foundation and exhorts everyone to take 
heed how he builds thereon. So in order to 
develop a high type of manhood ‘they must 
first of all select good material on which to 
build and that principle the masons re- 
cognized. They may take it as an axiom 
that masons asa class are men who were 
chosen and sifted and tried. Let them pro- 
ceed to build a man. The foundation 
should be laid with birth, the walls with 
uprightness, the roof with honor, the en- 
trance thereto with confidence, and let the 
windows shine with brotherly love. Let 
their foundation corner stones be unity, 
love and relief, all bound together by truth. 
They had not yet outlived the age of shams. 
Sham character was cne of the most common 
things iu their civilization. They all sprang 
from falsehood. They should therefore be 
careful to lay the foundation in truth. Let 
them be trfle in their motives, thoughts, 
desires, and then they would be true in 
their actions. On a foundation of truth 
let them build the walls of upright charact- 
er. Whe value of a building lay in its 
materials and workmanship. They scarce- 
ly knew how they were acted upon and 
how they re-acted upon others in the great 
battle of life. The effect of these influences 
would affect them to all eternity. Up- 
rightness of character would increase the 
intensity and usefulness of their lives. Then 
in constructing that masonic man let the 
whole be covered with honor. Let there 
be virtue. A mason protects the weak, 
poor, oppressed and afilicted. Masonry 
was a circle of honor. Let them prize 
their honor asa priceless virtue. Let the 
entranee to the cheracter be confidence. The 
true heart begets confidence in the family, 
and in business. Let them remember that 
true character insists cn that confidence and 
trueness out of which and through which 
proceeds brotherly love. That was the 
ideal man of masonry. Let him say a word 
about character expression. Be strong and 
faithful and let all their deeds be done in 
charity. Masonry in connection with 
character expression waS a progressive 
science. From first principles they were 
led on to higher things. They applied 
piinciples not theories. In God through 
the teachings of His book they had a 
Father, in Christ a Saviour, and in the 
Holy Spirit they had a eomforter and guide. 
He beseeched them to trust in God and be 
strong. Masonry was only valuable to ther 
as they did those things and applied those 
lessons in daily life. Mr. Dyke closed his 
eloquent discourse by reading the 133rd 
Psalm,

It does not approve of the suggestion 
of aline of railway to compete with the 
Canada Paeific, but it does not say so. 
That is why it used its circulation and 
the influence which a former owner 
established for it in the public mind, 
to draw public attention away from a 
practieal proposition for the develop- 
ment, not of a part, but of the whole 
Northwest, by arguing fora “ broader 
view.” It is not “views” that the 
people of the Northwest are hankering 
for just now. They want a change 
from present conditions,—as shown 
very plainly by their votes at the late 
election, aud the first change they want 
is from railway monopoly to railway 
competition. The Free Press is either 
willing to assist in bringing about such 
a change or it is not. If it is willing it 
is the friend of the people. If it is 
not willing—and it evidently is not—it 
is the enemy of the people of the West 
and should be recognized as such. The 
Free Press would probably have the 
newspaper and public men of the West 
to sit down for the next few years and 
spin theories and exchange views as to 
what could be done to secure western 
development, and express astonish- 
ment that it had been so slow. It 
says: “Through other influences 
and moved by other considerations 
we will get around to the question of 
northwestern development.” That ex- 
presses the idea exactly. But the 
masters of the Free Press have been 
too long already getting around to this 
question, and the people themselves 
now propose to take a hand in the 
gime. The question is whether the 
country generally will be more greatly 
advanced by aiding a fast Atlantic line 
of steamers to the amount of $750,000

ceive competition with the C. P. R. 

The 
BuuveTin takes the ground that the 
competing railway would do—not 
Edmonton, or the Saskatchewan 
valley, or even the whole Northwest— 
but all Canada more good than the fast 
Atlantic service would, and if retrench- 
ment is to be tha order of the day asks 
that the railwey, not the steamboat 
line, receive the first consideration. 
Evidently the Free Press thinks the 
steamboat line would benefit the 
country most, and strange to say Sir 
Donald Smith and Sir Wm. Van 
Horne, the special friends of the 
Northwest settler and the disinterested 
friends of the Dominion, are of exactly 
the same opinion. 
ger PRE SESS 
FREE SILVER. 

The United States registered $12,- 
094,877,793 of real estate mortgages 
in the ten years between 1880 and 
1890. Besides these nine and a half 
million mortgages for amounts not stat- 
ed were registered during the same 
period. The amount was probably as 
great as that of the registered mortgages 
which were about the same number. 
Herein lies the great strength of the 
silver movement. Owing to the shrink- 
age of values of every kind of product 
during the past three years the ability 
to meet this vast mass of indebtedness 
has decreased. The proposition to 
make 53 cents worth of silver pass for 
a dollar means unquestionably the wip- 
ing out at one stroke of 47 per cent. of 
this tremendous indebtedness and 
naturally gives every debtor that much 
of an inducement to vote and work for 
so-called free silver. At the same 
time the premium of 43 per cent. 
would cause a great deal of silver now 
uncoined to be coined and put in cir- 
culation, it would cause silver mines 
now shut dewn to be re-opened and 
mines now running ata minimium to 
be run at a maximum capacity. This | 
would certainly increase the circulation 
of money ard would give the debtor 
that much « better chance of paying 
off the remaining 53 per cent of his 
debt—or what is much more desirable 
in the eyes of many, enable him to con- 
tract still more indebtedness, In view 
of these facts, in view of the present 
condition of business in the United 
States, in view of the fact that no other 
party offers’ any immediate relief from 
that condition, and in view of the im- 
possibility of the sound money demo- 
crats uniting with the McKinley tariff 
republicans, there is every prospect 
that Bryan will be tbe next president 
of the United States. The strong 
opposition of the eastern moneyed men 
to free silver lies in the fact that it 
would mean the reduction of their 
wealth invested in mortgages by 43 per 
cent.; and that;is where most of their 
wealth lies. Were it not for this they 
could take as much advantage of free 
silver as the mine owners. It is simply 
a fight between debtor and creditor, and 
as the debtors are necessarily most 
numerous and the election is by man- 
hood suffrage, there can be very little 
doubt which will win. The republican 
party will have to manipulate the bal- 
lot, hoxes better than they have ever 
yet been able to doin order to win. 
In every previous election the money 
power wason their side. Now bya 
clever turn of the wheel their own 
money is the great leverage against 
them, and the more they oppose free 
silver the more certain Bryan is to win. 


SLAVE LAKE MISSIONS. 


Rev. Mr. Holmes, Church of Eng- 
land missionary, arrived in town last 
Wednesday evening from Lesser Slave 
lake. The buildings of the mission 
over which Mr. Holmes presides are on 
Buffalo lake, a small lake off Slave 
lake, The Roman Catholic mission 
is on the opposite side of the same lake. 
The English church is a log building 
which seats about 250 people. The 
school house is 24x 3C with a kitchen 
attached. About 30 children board at 
the school and receive instruction 
there. The mission house is 18x26 
and has two stories. There is also a 
well fitted hospital 14x18. Dwing 
the? past eight years, in face of almost 
insurmountable difficulties on account 
of the indifference of the Indians, who 
are Crees, 3 adults have become com- 
municants. The work amongst the old 


Indians is at times almost dishearten- 
ing, but amongst the children the mis- 
sionaries have every encouragement. 
Tkey find them tractable and quick to 
learn. In addition to the usual educa- 
tion in the school the boys are taught 
agriculture, and the girls sewing and 
domestic duties. Many of the 
Indians are industrious and have gardens 
which are well cultivated, while others 
plant their vegetables and then are com- 
pelled to go hunting-and fishing for a 
subsistence, and find their gardens over- 
grown with weeds on their return. The 
Hudson’s Bay employees attend the 
mission there. At Lesser Slave lake 
proper there are about 60 communi- 
cants and at Wapuskow Mr, Weaver 
has baptized about 40 children. Mr, 
Curry is the teacher and Miss Durwell, 
matron at Buffalo lake. There are 
about 10 head of cattle and horses at 
the mission. Mr. Holmes brought with 
him an Indian boy thirteen years old, 
who was taken into the mission house 
seven years ago and who attends to the 
stock. He will be placed at school in 
Winnipeg and arrangements will be 
made for him to learn a trade there, 
probably carpentry. Mr. Holmes re- 
grets to have to complain that some 
traders take a liquid, in small bottles 
the size of essence bottles, which they 
eall “ginger.” This when drnnk by 
the Indians intoxicates them and thus 
causes many riotous scenes. Three of 
these small bottles full will make a 
man stupidly drunk who would be but 
little affected by a much larger ammount 
of whiskey. A lot of it was given to 
the Indians near the lake one Sunday 
recently and produced a most de- 
plorable scene of riot and drunk- 
enness Also another matter 
requiring attention is the laying of 
poison and starting of fires. Many fur- 
bearing animals and several valuable 
dogs were poisoned last winter, and at 
the Landing a cow met the same fate. 
The Indians are indignant at these 
things and look with the greatest suspi- 
cion on ali strange white men, and they 
are even afraid to pick berries for use 
for fear they themselves will be poison- 
ed. Mr. Holmes is very much afraid 
that if this continues there will be 
serious trouble with the Indians. They 
are also getting discontented atso many 
white men trapping their fur and thus 
depriving them of their means 
of subsistence. With the poison and 
fires added to the ordinary trapping by 
the whites the Indians will soon be 
helpless. Fires were run last year all 
the way from the Landing to the Lesser 
Slave river. Mr. Holmes left on Fri- 
day’s train forthe synod at Regina 
after which he will proceed to his old 
home in England on furlough for a 
year, the first in ten years. He sails 
on the Labrador on August 29th.

SUNDAY SCHOOL CONVENTION. 


The official report of the third convention 
of the Northern Alberta Sunday scheel 
union has reached us. The convention was 
held on July 7, 8and 9 in the Presbyterian 
church Innisfail. 

The first session met at 4 p. m. on Tues- 
day July 7th, and-was occupied with read- 
ing of minutes of previous convention, 
atranging for various sessions, and appoint- 
ing of a committee to draft a sympathetic 
letter to Mr. N. Standish who is in Ontario 
under special treatment for his eyesight. 


The second session was held at 7.30 on 
the Tuesday evening. The president deliv- 
ered his address giving a history of the 
union, the objects of which are the further- 
ing of Sunday school work in Northern 
Alberta, \encouraging existing schools by 
visitation and correspondence, and assisting 
in establishing schools where there are none, 
also the encouraging of teachers and other 
workers. A nominating committee was 
appointed to report at the afternoon session 
next day. Rev. Mr. Spear read a paper on 

‘The teacher and his work” contributed by 
Rev. D. G. McQueen who was unable to 
attend the convention. 

‘The third session was at 9.30 a. m. on 
Wednesday July 8th. The Secretary pre- 
sented a reportshowing number of schools, 
report ng 40; officers and teachers, 195; 
schola 8, 1452: average attendance of schol- 
ars 1054. These with schools not reported 
give about 1800 sunday school workers and 
scholars in the Union. A report of the 
work has been sent to the international con- 
vention at Boston, U. §. A. and ackaow- 
ledged. The treasurer’s report showed 
a balance of four dollars in hand. The re- 
port of the special committee appointed at 
last conventior to deal with the question of 
extending the boundaries of the Union was 
adopted as follows. The extension of the 
Union to the whole of Alherta ; the organ 
ization of sub-districts as follows: Ist Ed- 
monton district, embracing the territory 
north from # line drawn east and west 
across Alberta ten miles north of Weiaski- 
Win; 2nd, Lacombe district, including the 
country from the southern boundary of Ed- 
monton district to five miles sovth of Olds -

GENERAL NEWS. 


Rye cutting commenced at the experi- 
menial farm, Indian Head, on July 27th, 
and barley cn the 3lst, wheat is well 
advanced. 


John Clark, the newly-elected liberal 
member for North Grey, died last Mcnday 
at nis home near Owen Sound. He was a 
man of magnificent physique, and his death 
has caused the greatest surprise throughout 
Ontario. 


Battleford Herald: Senator McInnes, of 
British Columbia, is pressing his claims to 
the interior department as being a western 
man. He is too far west. If Mr. Laurier 
really wants as head of that department a 
gentleman who will bring practical know- 
ledge to bear on its management, he will 
find kim in Mr. Oliver of Alberta. And he 
will find in him a gentlemen acceptable to 
nine-tenths of the people of the Territories; 
and what is perhaps of more importance to 
Mr. Laurier, one who holds a perfectly safe 
constituency. 


More than twice the amount voted for the 
removal of the Canadian Crees from Mon- 
tana has been spent and less than half of 
them deported. About a hundred of them 
are making for Dakota, and the cavalry 
troop has been sent in pursuit. In several 
localities through the state small bands 
have escaped the vigilance of the troops. A 
greater proportion, however, have made 
their way into the Dakotas, Wyoming and 
Idaho.—Saskatchewan Herald. 


Prince Albert Advocate: ‘‘The govern- 
ment which Mr. Laurier has formed contains 
the strongest men from each province and if 
he makes as good selection for the Minister 
of the Interior, the country will be well 
satisfied. The Hon. Jos. Martin is a man 
well fitted for the position if a seat can be 
found for him in Manitoba; failing him, 
Mr. Oliver, of Edmonton, is a good man, 
and although he is a new man in Dominion 
politics, he is well acquainted with the west 
and its needs, and is a thorough western 
man.” 


Saskatchewan Herald: An amalgamator, 
for capturing fine gold, has been invented by 
a British Colvmbian and will revolutionize 
gold washing on such rivers as the Saskat- 
chewan. It can be made large enough to 
extract the gold from two thousand tons of 
hydraulic tailings daily, down to that of a 
one-man machine weighing only a hundred 
and fifty pounds, but capable of handiing 
ten or twelve tons of sand or gravel a day 


These machines will take up gold that now: 


escapes from even the most perfect ones in 
use. 


The 1895 report of the board of trade of 
British Columbia has the following regarding 
Cariboo and mineral development: It is 
believed by many of the oldest and best in- 
formed rainers that mineral wealth equal to 
that of any ether part of the province lies in 
Cariboo, the rivers of that district having 

ielded in past years nearly fifty million 
doliars in gold. The auriferous deposits are 
very rich and extend over a very large area. 
Works are now in progress for hydrauiic 
mining on a large scale, but it will be at 
least another year before the mines are 
fairly opened up. The realization of the 
vast mineral wealth will of necessity stimu- 
late every other industry, and for the agri- 
culturist the province affords exceptional 
advantages—fertile lands, mild climate and 
certainty of a large expansion of those mar 
kets which even now are compelled to draw 
from beyond the borders agricultural sup- 
plies to the value of about two and a half 
millions of dollars annually. 


The Regina Leader has this to say of its 
former proprietor N. F. Davin, M. P. ‘‘Mr. 
Davin is studying law to ascertain whether 
he may not be able te harass the manager 
of the Leader by a suit for damages. Mean- 
while he would like that the asperities of 
the fight should be forgotten. We are not 
complaining. If Mr. Davin is not satisfied 
with the results of his traitorous conduct at 
Ottawa, he is welcome to all the satisfaction 
he can get in the courts or anywhere else. 
But we are not going to fail upon his neck 
and congratulate him upon his election. 
Not much, We fought him up to election 
day as well as our inexperience and modest 
powers permitted. And we are not glad 
that he is elected. If, however, Mr. Davin 
had polled a reasonable majority on the 
23rd, we would accept the situation without 
a word. But he did not doso. The indepen- 
dent intelligence of West Aasiniboia pro- 
nounced very strongly againsi him. When 
with the official vote, the police vote, the 
rascally election law, the onslaught made by 
priests upon Catholic Germans and Half- 
breeds, and the active ail of more than one 
deputy returning officer, Mr. Davin was able 
to poll only a bare half of the total vote, he 
must admit that he met a practical defzat, 
and the very pronounced condemration of 
the unbiassed vote of the district. In such 
a circumstane we think that if there are 
grounds for protesting the election—which 
Wwe are assured there are—the protest should 
be made and prosecuted to a finish.”

CAMPAIGN MEETING. 


About 100 electors attended Mr. 
Rutherford’s meeting in Robertson 
Hall last Friday night. Councillor 
Sanderson was voted to the chair. The 
electric lights went out at the com- 
mencement of Mr. Rutherford address 
and the oil lamps had to be lit. 

Mr. Rutherford thought the success- 
or of such men as Dr Wilson and 
Mr. Oliver would find it difficult to 
perform the duties of M. L. A., in so 
satisfactory manner as those gentlemen 
had done. One matter to be dealt 
with was the construction of roads and 
bridges. Last year the Territorial gov- 
ernment spent $67,059 on this work 
which was too small an amount to 
spread over the Territories. Repre- 
sentations should be made to the Do 
minion government to secure a larger 
amount. The policy to be pursued in 
this expenditure should be to make 
communication as free as possible and 
give settlers easy access to their own 
local markets. The government should 
be in advance of settlement, not lagging 
behind it. The Territoria: money 
could only be spent in Territorial elec- 
tion districts. The Dominion govern- 
ment should build colonization roads to 
Yellowhead Pass, Peace River and 
Beaver lake. If returned he would 
deal impartially with every part of the 
district. He would consult with the 
settlers as to the spending of the 
money and they should have an oppor- 
tunity of woiking on the roads them- 
selves. (applause) He would also see 
the work was well and properly done. 
The Territorial school law required 
some amendment to give’ larger aid to 
rural schools, Regarding law fees, the 
speaker pointed out that mortgage fore- 
closures were made under the pro- 
cedure provided by the Dominion gov- 
ernment. Much money had to be 
spent in advertising, auctioneers’ fees, 
&e. He would advocate a change in 
the procedure so as to have fees reduced 
here. He advocated amending the 
small debt procedure here. This could 
best be done by appointing a resident 
judge at Edmonton. 

A list of questions was handed in to 
the candidates by the W. ©. T. U. 
Mr. Rutherford said that after the 
decision of the privy council recently 
given, prohibition could . only be intro- 
duced by the Dominion government to 
whom the question should be put. He 
was in favor of the plebiscite. 

M. McCauley, who was received with 
applause said, that at the request of 
over 300 electors he was a candidate 
for M. L. A. He thought he had a 
little practical knowledge of the dis- 
trict. Had been accused of not being 
qualified for the position he sought. 
Perhaps his education did not qualify 
him as well as Mr. Rutherford’s did 
that gentleman, but if Mr. Rutherford 
lived there 16 years he would not mave 
the practical knowledge of the district 
that he (the speaker) had. (applause). 
He* had helped to build roads and 
bridges since 1882, and his experience 
would prove useful. The seasons 
change here, and it was necessary that 
a man should know where bad places 
would occur in wet seasons so as to 
build the roads in such a manner that 
they weuld be serviceable in wet as 
well as dry seasons. His plan for 
spending the money would be to divide 
it as fairly as possible amongst all parts 
of the district and then cousult with 
the settlers of each and allow the 
majority to decide how and where it 
should be spent. He would treat every 
section alike and fairly. Was glad to 
find Mr. Rutherford had at last fallen 
in with his views on lawyers’ fees. He 
thought strong representations should 
be made to the Dominion government to 
change foreclosure procedure. He would 
favor giving the same grant to rural 
schools as to town schools in every 
case where the necessary number of 
attendance had been made. The 
statute labor law should be amended 
and made effective. The ordinances 
should be made more simple in their 
phraseology so that all could readily 
understand them, and he would favor 
appointing a solicitor to do this work at 
Regina in the same way that municipal 
solicitors did for municipalities. Mr. 
McCauley closed his speech by reply- 
ing favorably to the W. C. T. U. ques- 
tions and he said that the Territorial 
government was the only provincial 
government in Canada that had power 
to deal with the question of prohi- 
bition.

Free Press, july 27: Rev. R M. Hawkins, 
rector of Christ chuech, Brighton, Eng., 
and a prominent member of the established 
church, being on a visit to Winnipeg, 
preached before two city congregations yes- 
terday, St. George’s and Holy Trinity. 

Free Press, Ottawa, July 28: Senator 
McInnis ‘is still hovering around the capital 
but his chances for the cabinet vacancy are 
said to be on the wane. The report that Sir 
Donald Smith will retain the high commis- 


sionership is confirmed to-day. The arrange- 
ment, however, is understood to 
temporary. 


The Giche’s Ottawa special says: ‘‘There 
are in the new house of commons 63 lawyers, 
33 farmers, 26 merchants, 21 physicians, 
19 gentlemen, 12 manufacturers, 10 journal- 
ists, 6 mill owners, 3 contractors, 3 real 
estate agents, 2 surveyors, 1 veterinary eur- 
geon, ] township clerk, 2 distillers. 1 finan- 
cial agent, 1 insurance manager, 1 banker, 
1 ship owner, 1 rancher, 1 oil-refiner, 1 prin- 
ter and l civil engineer. The lawyers and 
gentlemen combined form nearly two-fifths 
of the heuse. 

The Scientific American, cf New York, 
has signalized its 50th anniversary by the 
publication of a very handsome 72 page 
special number, which consists of a review 
of the development of science and the indus- 
trial arts in the United States during the 
past 50 years. It was an ambitious under- 
taking, and the work has been well done. 
The many articles are thoroughly technical, 
and they are written in a racy and popwiar 
style, which makes the whole volume—it is 
nothing less, being equal to a book of 442 
ordinary pages—thoroughly readable. It is 
inclosed for preservation in a handsome 
cover, and is sold at che prices of ten cents. 

An excursion from Toronto to British 
Columbia has been arranged for members 
of the Toronto board of trade. The date 
fixed is Aug. 10th and the return fare $100. 

Hon. R. R. Dobell in the course of a 
speech said: ‘*Some people find it strange 
that an old conservative should have con- 
sented to forma part ofa liberal cabinet ;

Hon. W. Laurier at St. John Quebec said: 
“In your address you spoke about the school 
question. I thank you for having drawn 
my attention to a question which has em- 
bittered public opinion for the past six 
years. The conservative party during six 
years did nothing towards settling the 
school question. Although I have not been 
in power a fortnight, the Tory press is cry- 
ing out :?Why do you not settle the school 
question ? I only want six months in which 
to settle the question. If I am not mistaken 
before that time is over, the question will 
be settled without exciting the prejudices 
of anybody, and rendering justice to whom 
justice is due. {Applause.) And not by using 
violence will we manage to settle the quest- 
ion. I declared in the house, in Ontario, 
and in the province of Quebec, that the only 
manner by which the question could be 
settled was by means of concilation. I be- 
lieve future events will show that I am 
right. I am now in the presence of the re- 
sponsibility of my word, which I gave to 
the electorate before the 23rd of June, and 
the time has come to keep my word. I 
accept the responsibility, and I hope before 
six months that I will have the pleasure of 
saying to the people. I have kept that 
word which I gave you.”
